To •'begin as a grain farmer you 


should, havo a high school course and 
two or three years in an agricultural 
college. 
It -would be best to go to 
some school in the great grain-grow- 
ing- section of the middle west. You 
should also have two or three years 
of actual work on a grain farm. Of 
coursfi all this training is not neces- 
sary but it Increases 
by just that 


much vour chance of success. 


You should need some capi.tal with

Local Data on City Plans 


By JOHN P. A'OLEN. 


Tho local survey, or the 
civic 


surv-ev as it is usually termed when 
prepared for use in 
—<••", ™ith 
connection with 


the city plaji, may be defined as the 
collection, 
compilation, 
interpreta- 


tion 
and 
presentation 
of all the 
tacts and 'information 'bearing upon 
the city's physical, social, economic, 
and financial condition. 
The civic, survey-is one. of the four 


main divisions of successive stages of 
city 
building, or city development. 


These main 
divisions may be set 


down as follows: 
. 
A survey of existing conditions and 


tendencies. 
General plans and recommenda- 


tions. 
Detail and construction plans. 
Maintenance and administration. 
The degree .to which the local 


survey should be carried depends 
largely upon .the degree to which it 
is likely to be .used. It is not an end 
in itself. 
As indicated above, it is 
made to serve certain purposes. At 
the present time there is great differ- 
ence of opinion as to the extent and 
elaborateness of the local survey. 


Surveys Vary Widely 
For example, the 
Massachusetts 


homestead commission has drawn .up 
a form for the local survey com- 
prising items covering 16 printed 
pages. As a contrast, Thomas Adams 
has reduced the survey to three 
items as follows, whichfho terms the 
absolute - minimum:

One of the chief functions of city 


planning is to estimate and provide 
for the .future of cities. 
In the at- 
tempt to do this with reasonable suc- 
cess, the local survey contributes the 
most valuable basis. It gives .the in- 
crease of population, the growth of 
building operations, the distribution 
of building permits, the 
range of 


land values, the various successive 
stages of "development of 
lots 
and 
blocks,' the-volume and increase of 
traffic at selected points, the com- 
parison of methods and oosts of one 
city with another, etc. These are the 
facts which a trained and experienc- 
ed planner can use to discover the 
operating causes and the probable 
future conditions of a 
given 
city 


With these as a basis, it is possible 
lo outline a policy and a program o 
development. and construction that 
ought to prove a valuable guide for 
a period of twenty 
or 
twenty-five 


years.

The activities of tho Red Cross did not cease with 


the end of tho war, and it would be a real pity if wo 
were to forget that the needs of peace time are nearly 
as insistent as those of conflict.

Tho census 


bureau is authority for tho statement that one-fifth of 
our people do nof have enough proper food to eat, and 
In all such homes the blight of malnutrition is found as 
a matter of course. 
One-third of the young men exam- 


ined under tho first draft proved to bo defective because 
of lack of proper nourishment. The home service of 
tho Red Cross Is combatting the evil of malnutrition, 
and is constantly engaged in teaching mothers how to 
keep their children well and sturdy, and how to. choose 
nourishing food for them. Ninety percent of the per- 
sons helped In this way are reached by no other social 
agency. 


In these days of reconstruction, with so much of 


etrife and unrest, while hundreds of thousands 
are 


looking- forward with apprehension to the coming win- 
ter, it is a privilege to find one unselfish work in which 
all may join. The Rod Cross, with its call to. all that is 
best In' us. deserves twenty million members, and more. 
The fee of a dollar a year is small, and the opportunity 
to share In the satisfaction of a Fine, beneficent work is 
one not to be neglected.

STORY OP BESSEMER STEETj. 


In view of the nati.on wide attention now directed 


toward 
the strike of steel 
workers, 
the National 


Geographic society has issued a bulletin, based on a. 
communication from William Joseph Showalter, con- 
cerning the making of steel, which he terms "indus- 
try's greatest asset." The bulletin follows: 


* "The story of Bessemer steel is one of the fasci- 


nating chronicles of the industrial world. It seems to 
have been one of those cases where two men -working 
in different countries, each without k'nowledg-e of what 
the other was doing-, reached the same conclusion about 
the same timo. 
Both were granted American patents. 


but upon application for renewal, the patent office held 
Kelly to be the inventor. 
The world, however, gives 


tho credit to Bessemer, and the process is known an the 
Bessemer process. 


"Kelly was a maker of old-fashioned cooking pots 


and kettles. It is related that one day he was sitting in 
front of his furnace and observed a point of incan- 
descence where there was no charcoal — only the metal 
and the air. This 'led him to conte'nd that air alone 
would burn out the impurities from molten iron. When 
he developed his tilting converter, his engineer blew 
such a tremendous blast through the first charge that 
iron and all went up as sparks, to his discomfiture and 
the crowd's amusement. 
He finally succeeded in get- 


ting- the amount of air regulated, and poured out of his 
converter the llrst Bessemer /steel. 
People said Kelly 


would soon be burning Ice. Since his old converter was 
first used, billions of dollars' worth of steel has flowed 
out of the world's converters. 


"Both Kelly and Bessemer were baffled by the prob- 


lem oC regulating the- supply of air so that it would not 
burn out all the carbon, a little of which is essential to 
stool. 
Furthermore, their products, frequently proved 


to be brittle, owing to the fact that the molten metal 
absorbed oxygen from tiio a IT blast. The first 'difficulty 
was solved eventual!.- by the expedient of burning out 
practically all the carbon, then adding exactly the 
amount required for the specific quality of steel desired. 
The second difficulty was overcome through the addi-^ 
tlon of manganese to take care of the hurtful oxygen. 
The latter suggestion was the contribution-'of Robert F. 
Mushot, a Scotch steel maker. 
Goransson, a Swedish 


Ironmaster, had previously achieved the same results 
W using a pis (ror. initially rich in manganese. 
There- 


after underdone and overdone steel disappeared. 


• "To go into a great building where there is a bat- 


tery of Bessemer converters is to see more heat than 
Danto over pictured. A converter is a huge egg swung 
'amidships' on trunions. Tho great egg of steel lined 
with fire-brick has tho top off. Some twenty tons of 
molten pig are poured into it, and then through some 
two hundred UttIoNholes in the bottom powerful engines 
pump in, a stream of cold air. As the oxygen-laden air 
sweeps up through tho molten iron, it touches the 
molten carbon and silicon, which constitute the impuri- 
ties, and carries them away. Millions of red rfffd -white 
sparks fill the air, as If some demon within the fiery 
fluid woro giving a pyrotechnic performance. A thou- 
sand engines, with safety-valves hissing under tremen- 
dous pressure, have the voice of a zephyr in compari- 
son. 
First tho flamo that pours forth is violet, -then 


shades into orange, becomes a dazzling- white, burning 
finally to a faint blue, which is a sign that all the im- 
purftles arc sone. 


"Then the blast ceas'cs, the carbon that is necessary 


to replace tho needed portions* burnt out is added, the 
great brlclc and stoei egg swings back to position, the 
carbon, is mixed with the fervent fluid, and then the egg 
tlpa over on. its side, and out of the top flows the liquid 
steel Into a great ladle. • When it is swung back into 
position, a, man with colored glasses walks out over the 
converter and peers down into its white-hot depths to 
see If the heat from the last charge has molted away 
any of ths flre-brick linings. 
If it has. he hurls balls 


of putty-like clay clown into the holes to stop them up, 
or sots a. crow of workmen to patching the damaged 
shell. This- done, tho biff £5S swings back -again, gots

another charge of molten Iron, and begins the process 
over again. 
The whole operation takes about 20 min- 


utes—a ton of steel a minute. Bessemer steel is used, 
for structural material, railroad rails, wire, and pipe. 


"In 1900 there was twice as much steel produced in 


the United States by the Bessemer as by the open- 
hearth process. 
But with the rapid exhaustion of ores 


having tho proper amounts of phosphorus for converter 
practice, the open-hearth furnace, which can use with 
equal success which contain either a large or a small 
amount of phosphorus, largely replaced the Bessemer 
converter." 


A subsequent bulletin will deal with the open-hearth 


process for producing steel.
